The discoverer of the disease ilei- 
lis, which struck President Eisen- 
hower, says there "should not be 
any recurrence" of the illness in 
([Eisenhower's cdse.

attack." By passing the obstruction 
in the small intestine — where the 
disease causes its damage — "ac- 
tually represents healing," 
Dr. 


Crohn said. 


In about 35 per cent of the cases 


involving surgery, he added, there 
is a recurrence, but "that doesn't
